DETENTION HOME DRAWS PROTEST 

Neighbors of arecently disclosed housing facility 
for sex offenders in Sagaponack mounted a 
protest last week, and Hamptons Police officers 
responded to the scene of the protest in order 
to guard against violence. At issue for the 
demonstrators was the existence, previously 
secret, of the Home for Unemployed Media 
Personalities Accused of Sex Crimes (HUMPASC) 
within the borders of the hamlet of Sagaponack. 
Local officials announced last week that 
HUMPASC had in fact been established over the 
summer, located in what had previously been a 
vast private home that had been abandoned 


after its owner was jailed for financial misdeeds. 
It was Leonard Lowenstern, an official with 
the Hamptons Department of Halfway Houses, 
who disclosed the existence of HUMPASC, and 
he made the case for its location during a 
news conference last Friday. “Look, I know that 


nobody wants a bunch of sleazy, handsy news” 


anchors, talk show hosts, comedians and film 
producers moving in next door,” Lowenstern 
said. “But these guys are used to a certain 
standard of living. If you tried to put them in 
an ordinary halfway. house, they would act 
out in all kinds of ways.” When asked how the 
Sagaponack location was selected, Lowenstern 
said it was an obvious solution. “We got a call 
about the need for this from state officials, and, 
you know, a lot of these guys already live out 
here—they’re familiar with the area—and the 
house was just sitting there falling into ruin. So 
we Said, let’s give it a try. So far, we haven’t had 
any reports of these guys getting fresh with any 
of the neighbors, so that’s very encouraging.” 
Nevertheless, the protestors were clearly 
unhappy with the placing of HUMPASC so close 
to their homes. “It’s only a matter of time before 


one of those animals gets loose,” said one 
irate woman at the demonstration. “Believe 
me, I’m not walking around Sagaponack 
without a can of pepper spray ever again!” 
Police report that the protest dispersed 
without incident. 


UNPAID BILL LEADS TO BLOWBACK 

A Springs man who, two weeks ago, came 
home to find a drone leaf blower clearing 
his lawn without permission, and who 
failed to pay for the unauthorized service, 
got a nasty surprise this past Tuesday. On 
Sunday, Fred Wilkins says, he had raked his 
lawn and piled the leaves on the street in 
front of his home for the village to collect. On 
Tuesday night, he returned from work to find’ 
all of the leaves blown back onto his lawn. “This 
is their revenge for my not paying that bill,” 
Wilkins claims. “I’m being persecuted because 
I prefer to rake my own leaves. It’s not fair!” 
Police are investigating.

Notes from the Big Man Atop the Sleigh, December 2

his is the sixth year in a row I’ve played 

Santa Claus in the annual East Hampton 
Town Christmas Parade. For about an hour 
beginning at 10 a.m. on Saturday, December 
2, the many floats, marching bands, elf troops, 
antique farm tractors and a Frosty the Snow 
Man giving out candy canes from a bucket 
march along between the crowds lining the 
streets. The mood is festive. 

The last float in the parade is my sleigh pulled 
by eight reindeer. Mrs. Claus and | sit inside, 
10 feet up, waving to the crowd. It’s as if—if 
you were a five-year-old—all these dancers and 
singers and all the floats are but the opening act 
for us. We smile at the crowd and shout “Merry 
Christmas,” and music emits from the sleigh—a 
1944 version of “Here Comes Santa Claus (Down 
Santa Claus Lane)” over and over. A more 
spectacular entrance could not be imagined, 
even by the likes of Bruce Springsteen. 

The kids jump up and down for joy. Or they 
run and hide behind their mother’s skirt. Or 
they stand there stunned. He’s real. You betcha, 
I’m real. 

The parade comes all the way down Main 


Street, then up Newtown Lane, then a slight 
left turn to Railroad Avenue and then up to 
the YMCA on Lumber Lane. There, everybody 
gets off, and someone from the Chamber of 
Commerce finds me and whisks me through 
the screaming throngs of children to a car that 
roars off, with me inside, while the paparazzi 
run after us, flashbulbs flashing. 

Destination: Rowdy Hall restaurant in the 
center of town, whose dining room has been 
cleared of tables and chairs. Parents and 
children await my arrival. The line to see Santa 
extends out the front door and down the street. 

I come in waving, smiling, shouting “Ho Ho 
Ho” and “Merry Christmas.” Applause, squeals 
and cheers welcome me. I’m ushered to a red 
club chair by a roaring fire. | sit. A bucket of 
candy canes is by my feet, and I’m to give out 
one to each kid as he or she has 30 seconds 
of conversation with me. I ask them to tell me 
their name and then to come over, sit on my 
lap and whisper in my ear what they want for 
Christmas. | always tell them okay. Then I smile 
and call over a parent to lift them off. My job 
is done. 

In each of my first five years being the East 
Hampton Santa, almost everybody came up 


onto my lap. Sometimes it’s the parent that 
wants that, not the kid. They want to take a 
picture. The kid balks. But then, sometimes, 
gives in. Okay, say cheese, everybody. Thank 
you. Or the kid would flap their arms and kick 
until the parent would get the idea they didn’t 
want to do that and take them off. Oh, well. 

I must say that during each of those first five 
years, there were always one or two sets of 
parents who considered it a battle of wills to get 
the kid on my lap. It pained me to see this, but 
I never said anything. It was their kid. Once or 
twice I'd get kicked in the head. 

This year, there were two things new about 
being Santa. One was—and this was so sweet— 
about half the kids brought me Christmas 
cards they had made. They’d stand in front of 
me and smile shyly, then hand the card over. | 
have saved them. There are about 40 of them. 
And during this Santa experience time I’d read 
each one aloud to the child, thank them for it, 
then set it down on the floor next to the chair. 
Midway through this, I realized I was putting 
them right in front of the roaring fire. I could 
burn the place down. I moved them.

It’s because 
of some studies they’ve done with consumers 
around the country. Some people say they 
won’t buy it because they are suspicious that 
even if there are no nuts in it, maybe there’s 
some other ingredient that’s not coffee. They 
want 100% coffee in the morning, not some 
hocus pocus. 


Interestingly, the Chock full o’Nuts survey 
didn’t find that people were refusing to buy it 
because of the design on the can. On this can, 
Chock full o’Nuts celebrates New York City. 
The can has traditionally shown a yellow-and- 
black checker cab border. There’s a view of the 
New York skyline. Well, the owners did change 
that when they added No Nuts. Because the 
marketing people know that everybody wants 
coffee first thing in the morning, the New York 
City skyline now appears at dawn, with the 
lights of the Empire State Building and the 
Chrysler Building still on. It’s 5 a.m. or so. 

And here’s another reason coffee drinkers 
didn’t care about the New York label. Coffee 
has to come from somewhere.

Time for the farmers in Brooklyn 
to rise and shine and get out there to tend the 
coffee groves of Staten Island. 


SUDDEN CARDIAC ARREST 

Two studies were recently done about heart 
attacks. In the first, they tried to find out if 
having sex increased the likelihood of having 
sudden cardiac arrest (SCA). They gathered 
information from a study in Oregon about what 
heart attack victims were doing just before an 
ambulance took them to a hospital. The results, 
published in the Journal of the American College 
of Cardiology, found (Continued on next page) 
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that having sex was no more likely to cause SCA 
than any other strenuous activity. 

“Although sexual activity, as well as other 
physical exertion, may transiently slightly 
increase one’s risk of cardiac arrest, the 
overall long-term health benefits of exercise far 
outweigh the possible risks,” Dr. Aspo L. Aro of 
the Cedars-Sinai Heart Institute in Los Angeles 
told The New York Times. 

The other study was also_ interesting. 
The study, funded by the American Heart 
Association and the National Institutes of 
Health (NIH) and done at the University of 
Pennsylvania, compared the outcomes of heart 
attack sufferers who received CPR after an 
attack versus those who never got CPR. 

The outcomes with CPR—cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation—were dramatically better than 
without CPR. But oddly, according to U.S. News 
& World Report, CPR was slightly less likely 
to be done in public on women than on men. 
Looking further at that, they found the CPR was 
done equally on men and women in the home, 
but if the victim was in public and a woman, 
she got it much less often. According to some of 
the researchers, some people trained to do CPR 
may be shying away from performing it on a 
woman in public because of social mores about 
female chests. Thus the women had a higher 
incidence of death. 

“A male chest is different from a female chest, 
and there may be barriers to CPR delivery in 
public,” said the study’s lead author, Audrey 
Blewer, in The New York Times. 


A LOOK-SEE 

Our solar system was visited by an alien space 
ship last Thursday. It was first noticed by 
astronomers at the Hawaii Institute of 
Astronomy when a sky survey telescope, 
automatically scanning the heavens for 
anything that was missed by others, sent out a 
beeping signal. 

Bingo! They were looking at a spaceship. 
There was no doubt about it. It was in the 
shape of a cigar, it was about 800 yards long, 
80 yards wide, burnt dark-reddish color 
and, just like in the movies, it was turning 
very slowly on its axis, completing a full 
revolution every seven and a half hours. The 
slow turn would have enabled aliens, if there 
were any aliens, to look through the windows 
and see everything all the way around in what | 
suppose for them would be a seven-and-a-half- 
hour workday. 

And yes, there were windows, or what 
looked like windows. At the distance it was 
from Earth—124 million miles away, about 
the distance between Mars and Jupiter—it 
was impossible to make out what or who was 
looking out of those windows. Whatever it 
was, in any case, was traveling at a leisurely 
40,000 miles per hour at a very odd angle. Was 
it on a sight-seeing mission? 

Within half an hour, the astronomers in 
Hawaii had sent the interlopers’ coordinates 
to astronomers around the world. This was 
something very unusual. It wasn’t even from 
our solar system. Have a look. Everyone did. 


At first, nobody thought this was a- 
spaceship. They thought it was just oddly 
shaped solar system junk. Our solar system 
is all the time spitting out comets and “asteroids 
because of the orbits of the biggest planets. 
But when their computers calculated this 
ship’s trajectory, they learned _ that, 
astonishingly, it had come into our solar 
system from elsewhere. The computer 
declared that it had taken an interstellar 
journey from the star system Vega in the 
Lyra constellation, literally hundreds of 
millions of years ago. 

NASA Planetary Defense Officer Lindley 
Johnson told CNN “the sky survey telescope 
was looking in the right place at the right time 
to capture this historic moment.” 

NASA Associate Administrative Science 
Mission Director Thomas Zurbuchen said, “This 
history making discovery is opening a new 
window to study formation of solar systems 
beyond our own.” 

In Hawaii, the astronomers gave the spaceship 
a name. They named it Oumuamua, which in 
Hawaiian means “a messenger that reaches out 
from the distant path.” 

“We continue to track it,” Olivier Hainaut 
from the European Southern Observatory told 
CNN. “We hope to pin down where it came from 
and where it’s going.” 

But they couldn’t keep up with it. Those 
onboard Oumuamua, realizing they had been. 
seen, shifted it into hyper speed and whammo, 
that was that.

News from That Island 20 Miles Off Montauk Lighthouse

very Tuesday | get a copy of The Block 

Island Times in the mail. It gives me great 
pleasure to get it. It comes every week all year 
around, for it is the official newspaper of record 
for that town. 

Block Island is visible on the horizon from the 
Montauk Lighthouse. Montauk, 20 miles away, 
is the nearest landfall for the island, but few 
people from these parts go there. It’s expensive 
to fly. And going by boat is a rough two hours 
through the heavy chop of the sea between 
here and there (it is known affectionately as 
“the rip”). Furthermore, Block Island belongs to 
Rhode Island, not New York. 

Personally, | go there about once every 
10 years. Whenever the newspaper gets a new 
publisher, I go have lunch with them on the 
island. | am the founder of The Block Island 
Times. That’s why I enjoy getting the paper so 
much. Not only have they kept my name on the 
masthead since | founded it in 1970, but they 
are still using the fancy logo that I drew with 
a magic marker at the Dan’s Papers office in 
Bridgehampton when | founded it. Block Island 
would be the first of a long list of resorts that 
would be the recipient of a “Dan’s Papers” in 
coming years. Well, that never happened. After 
12 years running it from afar, I sold it. So there 
were new publishers. 

I scan the newspaper every week looking for 
stories that might make sense in Dan’s Papers. 


This week, I found two. 

One involves the airport. Block Island Airport 
is near the center of the island, high up on a hill. 
Its primary mainland destination is Westerly, 
Rhode Island, just a puddle jump away. It’s 
what the airports in New York City are to East 
Hampton Airport. 

“Saying it has run out of options, Rhode 
Island Airport Corporation is beginning to make 
preparations to shorten landing lengths at two 
runways at the Westerly Airport” is the story’s 
first sentence. 

Hmmm. Turns out that the FAA, the 
hated supervisor of East Hampton Airport 
where they do nothing to lessen the noise 
disturbing the neighbors, is running into 
problems in Westerly. 

The problem is trees. 

Bill Bendokas (the local airline co-owner) 
“said the shorter landing length will not directly 
impact his planes, but he said a longer landing 
length is always safer,” the story says. 

Turns out that the neighbors living alongside 
the airport with all the noise have allowed 
trees to grow so tall on their property that 
they obstruct the runways. And they won’t 
take them down. The current runway length 
is 4,000 feet. There is now a white line 550 feet 
from the end of the runway indicating you can’t 
touch down behind that line. And the line will 
move to further shorten the runway as the trees 
continue growing. An FAA law states that planes 
need to be a certain number of feet above the

trees as they come down to land. 
Score one for the locals. 
Another front-page story I thought interesting

group called the Sag Harbor Partnership, 

with Sag Harbor-based artist April Gornik 
leading the way, has taken on the task of raising

Cinema can be reborn. The fundraising began 
last January. The goal is to raise this money by 
December 31—it’s right around the corner, and 
by all accounts the total as of this writing is just 
$6.5 million.

It has been amazing to me that Gornik (and 
others) has taken on this task to begin with. What 
seems more amazing is that she is buoyantly 
confident that this final $1.5 million can be raised 
in just this short amount of time left. 

A few ° weeks. ago, there. was... a 
miscommunication with a _ legal action 
regarding a painting Alec Baldwin bought. As 
a result, for a while there, it seemed that half 
a million might flow to this theater-fundraising 
effort, which would have been great. But Gornik 
said, after learning it would not come, that 
they’d reach the goal anyway. 

Now, with just 10 days to go, we learn how she 
is going to do it. 

First she teases us with the announcement 
that major new funding has been provided by 
an anonymous comedian who is known for 
performing with what appears to be an arrow 
through his head. She also mentions smaller 


donations and a_ $50,000 
matching fund pledge. Then 
comes the battle plan. 

There are going to be a 
series of 10 films—the winter 
programming schedule— 
shown in venues here on 
the East End, which will be 
free to the general public but 
will surely act as previews 
for people to make the final 
push happen. Each film will 
be sponsored and_ hosted

t had been too long since our editors gathered to 

lunch at 75 Main in Southampton. It’s a summer 
hot spot that’s open year-round and the people- 
watching is always stellar through their windows. 
Our newest editor Brian Cudzilo had not yet had the 
pleasure of a 75 Main lunch. Here’s his take: “I was 
tempted by the Salmon BLT on the brunch-lunch 
menu. As a pescatarian I run into this often: the grilled 
salmon, whole-wheat bread, tarragon mayonnaise and 
the L and T were all enticing. But the B...1 prefer not 
to order a dish and ask for something to be left off. I 
know how much work goes into matching, comparing 
and contrasting tastes within a dish and I’m always 
afraid that the flavor will be off in some way without 
one ingredient, especially an important one. So I 
passed (but boy did I used to love a good BLT). There 
was the Smoked Salmon Platter with a toasted bagel,

cream cheese, sliced red onion, tomato and capers...! 
was hungry and needed something to combat the 
lightheadedness caused by the perfectly spiced 
Bloody Mary I'd ordered and drunk a bit faster than 
I should have. So Roasted Honey Balsamic Salmon 
it would be—a choice I certainly don’t regret. Served 
with toasted couscous risotto, which I feared could 
be bland-bland, was certainly not-not. Our server 
Ella’s suggestion of medium doneness was a good call: 
slightly crispy on the outside, cooked through the 
middle, and not at all dry. It was mmm-mmm.” 

Stacy ordered the Chicken Fajita with peppers, 
onions, cheddar, lettuce, tomato, guacamole and 
sour cream. This is not a small fajita and it comes 
with a generous side of shoestring fries. Pretty fajita 


and naughty side dish. Pretty naughty, but nice for 
a holiday lunch grabbed between bouts of shopping. 

Summer editor and music writer Dr. Daniel W. Koontz 
considered the merits of the Prime Black Truffle 
Burger with its roasted garlic aioli but settled on the 
Crab Cake Benedict and gobbled it up with all of its 
hollandaise sauce and home-fry tastiness, noting that 
“There’s a certain half-life of eggs benedict.” He clearly 
got it all down with time to spare and then enjoyed a 
cup of decaf coffee. 

Maybe next time we’ll all enjoy a round of those deep 
red Bloody Marys served with lemon and lime...

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Books for the Cooks on Your may Gift List

East Enders released some 
_ great cookbooks in 2017. If 
| you eat, you might want to 
; add these stand-outs to your 

holiday gift shopping list for 
i loved ones, or indeed for your 

own home library. It doesn’t 
: get any cozier than a warm 
__ kitchen in winter. 

Breakwater Media released 
the first book conceived 
and written oy a commercial fisherman’s wife, 
Mattituck’s Stephanie Villani. The Fisherman’s Wife, 
Sustainable Recipes and Salty Stories enjoyed 
immediate acclaim and Villani is in high demand 
for appearances because these no-nonsense recipes 
really work. The Fisherman’s Wife oe photos by 
Kevin Bay. 

As Villani told us, “I have wanted to do this for 
several years. | have been selling fish for 25 years, 
so I wanted to collect all the great recipes floating 
around the fish stand. We knew we wanted recipes, 
stories about fishing and the markets and recipes 
from some of the New York chefs we sell to. We 
stayed with that vision. Lots of crazy things happen, 
like our truck burning down on the Expressway on 
the way to the market, or our cat hiding in the truck 
and jumping out into Prospect Park in Brooklyn. 
We still have fun with what we do! We like working 
for ourselves and we like the people we’ve met 
over the years. All the fishermen are stunned that 
there are sea robin recipes in the book! | like to 
cook blowfish—they are really tasty and a real Long 
Island thing. You fry them and eat them like a little 
chicken drumstick.” 

What seasonal dishes is Villani cooking these 
days? She shares, “Some different chowders—baked 
clams and roasted oysters are great in the fall. I’m 
waiting to get a hold of some cod—we like to roast 
it in the oven with potatoes and butter. Super simple 
and super delicious.” 

East Hamptonite Martha Stewart released 
her latest cookbook in August—her 87th book, by 
some counts. Martha Stewart’s Slow Cooker offers 
“110 recipes for flavorful, foolproof dishes (including 
desserts), plus test-kitchen tips and strategies.” 

Of course Stewart doesn’t create her books 
alone. Her foreword notes that a talented team 
worked this one out. And it shows. There’s a lot to 
chew on here. Neatly divided into Meat, Poultry, 
Seafood, Meatless, Side Dishes, Breakfast, Sweets, 
and Stocks and Sauces, the tome offers a selection of 
tantalizing dishes that draw on a variety of cuisines, 
accompanied by brief, straight-forward instructions. 

I like this book a lot. The look of it (with gorgeous 
photos by Kent Johnson), the clean layout, the 
no-nonsense advice. So I dove in and tried making its 
Pasta e Fagioli and its Rice Pudding. 

Both turned out well—almost as good as when 
I make them in the more traditional fashion. The 
pasta was a little gluey, but it was fully cooked after 
20 minutes on high in the slow cooker, which came 
as a great relief. 

I delighted in learning from this book that some 
slow cooker inserts can go into the oven—one of 
those babies shot to the top of my list for Santa. 

Rizzoli New York released the The Microgreens 
Cookbook: A Good Water Farms Odyssey in 
September. It’s Bridgehampton microgreen farmer 
Brendan Davison’s first cookbook. 

The book tells the story of how this city boy was 
destined to be a farmer and how he has made a living 
based on the mantra “feed people, serve people.” 

The cookbook features a foreword by Dirt Candy’s 
Amanda Cohen and recipes from a diverse array of 
chefs, including Almond’s Jason Weiner. 

Davison has succeeded in spreading the gospel 
of microgreens way beyond the yoga community.

Tax Plans Effects 


BY LAURA EULER 


he Republican-controlled Senate and the House 

have big changes planned for homeowners 
in tax bills proposed for 2018. Let’s examine the 
implications in general and how it might pan out in 
the Hamptons. 

There are slight variations between House and 
Senate versions of tax reform. The House GOP tax 
bill released called for cutting from $1.1 million to 
$500,000 the amount of mortgage debt on which 
taxpayers can deduct interest on. The Senate’s 
version cuts the amount just $100,000 to $1 million. 

But both plans negate any benefits of the mortgage 
interest deduction by increasing the standard 
deduction and eliminating deductions for state and 
city income and sales taxes. This, of course, hurts 
high-cost, high-tax areas like the New York metro 
region. The House bill allows up to $10,000 of 
property taxes to be deducted; the Senate plan 
eliminates the property tax deduction entirely. 

Home equity loans will no longer be deductible— 
in second home markets such as the Hamptons, 
buyers sometimes take out equity loans on their 
primary residences to pay for a vacation home. As 
for taxes on sale profits: Currently, homeowners can 
keep up to $250,000 in profit tax free ($500,000 for 
married filing jointly) as long as their house was their 
primary residence for two of the last five years. New 
plans will require them to live there as a primary 
residence for five of the last eight years. 

Finally, the House plan would eliminate the

deduction for second and vacation 
homes. This, of course, is dangerous 
for the Hamptons. Obviously, there 
will be less benefit in the future 
for owning real estate other than a 
primary residence. We will almost 
certainly see a drop in value of 
second-home markets. (The Senate 
plan preserves the deduction for 
second homes.) 

Of course, dropping home 
values have a ripple effect on local 
economies. Lower revenues mean 
less money going to schools and 
local governments. 

What can _ individuals do? 
Properties owned by entities such 
as LLCs (limited liability company) 
will be able to take advantage of 
all deductions because they’re 
considered investments. That way,

earn rental income while using the 

house part of the year. However, if many people 
do that, the rental market will be glutted and 
drive down rental prices. If owners can’t rent their 
properties, they'll put them on the market and prices 
will again drop. 

These issues are more concerning to the lower end 
of the market. At the higher end, buyers are most 
likely to pay cash for their properties, but many of 
them still prefer to mortgage and pay a low interest 


rate rather than tie up too many of their assets. 

We don’t want to get too political or partisan here, 
but it’s fairly clear to us that both of these plans as 
written would be bad news for the Hamptons market.
